Aug. 28, 1977 Frank Fowles 

Last Thursday evening between five and six 
o’clock, a fishing boat left Astoria for Chinook, 
carrying six persons. 

Messrs. Fred. Woodham of this city, Henry 
Fierce, William Devins, Jos. Bertrand, Col eetintss 
Stevens and Frank Fowles. They had proceeded 
about half way across the bay when the weather 
began to be pretty rough, and the sail slipped out 
of the hands of Fowles, who was steering the boat, 
and in getting the sail back again, through bad 
steering, the boat capsized. A woman saw the boat 
upset from the territory shore and gave the alarm, 
when Eben Fietit manned a boat and immediately 
started for the rescue of the party, but the wind 
was then blowing a gale and the tide was against 
them, so that it was nearly three hours before the 
unfortunate men were reached. Fowles drowned in a 
few minutes after the boat upset, and Mr. Stevens 
hung on for about an hour, then he was drowned. 
This left Messrs. Fierce, Woodham, Devins and 
Bertrand clinging to the boat still bottom up, and 
in an almost exhausted condition when they were 
picked up and taken to Chinook. It seems a 
miracle that any of them were saved as the weather 
was very chilly, and they were in the water a long 
time, dashing by the fury of a rough sea against 
the boat almost every instant of the time. Mr. 
Woodham returned to Astoria on Sunday. From 4 
letter received from Mr. Bertrand we gain the 
principal points of their rescue. Mr. Bertrand 
says that Fowles was intoxicated and would not let 
one of the sober men of the party touch the helm. 
We believe Mr. Fowles was a single man, Mr. 
Stevens leaves a wife and two children in this 
city. He was a pioneer of Chinook, but for 
several years past, up to very recently, has 
resided in Oysterville.

Brallier was excavating for some purpose on a site 
near the old mill on the south side of the 
peninsula, when his spade struck an earthen vessel 
imbeded in the earth about three feet below the 
surface. He took it out, and found it to be a 
Chinese jar, which was supposed to have contained 
ginger preserves. The contents had decayed and 
evaporated until there was nothing left in the jar 
but a thick gummy substance closing the inside of 
the opening, and this was as though almost as 
leather. He has kept the jar from that date until 
yesterday, when it was deposited in the Archives 
of the Fioneer and Historical society as a relic 
of the unknown past.

Capt. Hobson always gave satisfaction, and he was 
noted particularly for close attention to business 
and his accommodating manners. For many years the 
farming community on Clatsop entrusted their 
entire business to him, and he did the carrying 
trade for the people with such gratifying success 
that ever since he left that route he has been 
missed by the people. His honesty was proverbial, 
his word was everywhere as good as his bond, his 
deportment was always of a true gentleman, his 
christianity broad and practical, in short he was 
a man, --noble and pure, honored by all, and 
wisely mourned. His health has been failing for 
several years past and he repeated his visit to 
the Sandwich Islands [Hawaiian Islands] last 
winter in the hope of relief or final recovery. 
But alas, he has stepped down into the dark valley 
of the river of Death, and we shall see him no 
more. He has bowed to that sure fate which is the 
fot of abl, We would not lift the veil of 
sanctified life nor peer within the portals af 
that home, now shrouded in sorrow, but knowing 
that it was the home of joy, of confidence, af 
affection as beautiful and pure as earth 
possessed, we must be permitted as a friend of the 
family to mingle our sympathies with them in the 
hour of their affliction.

Astorian is now] today at 12:30 F.M., by Rev. E.N. 
Condit, after which the body will be conveyed to 
the Clatsop cemetery for burial.
